CARRANZA 'SUICTDE

Htrrero. Tells of Wounds to
Back the Story.

Tlv the Aisocialcd Tress.
Mexico C'rrr, Juno 22.- - Carranza's

own words shortly before his death, the
position of his body when found, tho
nature of the wounds, and tho threo
empty cartridges Indicated tho President
committed suicide, according to Major
Ernesto Herrcro, upon whose report
Gen. Rodolfd Herrero, who is charged
with responsibility for tho lato Presi-
dent's death, bases his oft repeated
statement that Carranza killed himself.
Erncstoi and Bodolfo are cousins.

Relating the story of the battle ot
Tlaxcalantongo In tho oo,rly morning of
May 21 Major Herrero said: "Twenty
minutes after the firing stopped my men
and I, who had been forced to retlro by
tho flro of Carranza's escort, ontered tho
President's hut. Berlanga (Manuel
Agulrre Berlanga), Minister of tho In
terior m President Carranza's cabinet
camo toward us. Carranza was'lylng on
his right sldo with his hand clutching
a pistol from which threo shots had
been fired. Ills shirt showed powder
marks. Carranza was probably In the
last agonies when we entered.

"Berlanga said that Carranza had told
his companions ho was wounded In the
leg and that those who could had better
save themselves, because he was unable
to do so. Berlanga expressed the belief
that Carranza had committed suicide,
and so declared In a signed statement
later, I examined the body, but could
find no leg wound."

Rodolfo Herrero said the wound in
Carranza's chest had been made by an
old fashioned pistol, which he said was
found In the President's hand, and not
by rltleflre. "Carranza's escort was
capnblo of anything," he declared.

With respect to' the understanding
that tho High Court of Nations will not
entirely supersede The Hague Tribunal.
It Is pointed out that tho High Court's
task will bo to try cases accord'
ing to the laws of nations. This leaves'
the field still open for arbitration In case"
where It Is hot a question of laws .but
only of dispute, which tho countries in-

volved might hesitate to submit to' the
High Court but would bo glad' to arbi-
trate through commissions .on which tho
participants had representatives.

Tho first Hague Tribunal arbitration
since the war take Place In Septem
ber next with Mr. Root as chairman of
the arbiters.
